invincible Navy *, which contain'd 2843. great O drarce, 
28849. Marrmers, Souldiers, and Slaves rowing 1n Galleys ; 
innumerable F I R E-balls and Gravadees ; ſunk, taken, and 
diſpersd through the Gngular goodneſs of God by the 
Engliſh Fleet , with the loſs of no more than an hundred 
men and one ſhip; when this publick aſfault came to 
naught, the Feſaits fall again to their old ſmall games, for 
about * 1592, they had hired Patrick Collen an Irifh Fryay to 
kill the Queer, unto which murther, Holt the Jeſmrr did per- 
(wade with this motive, that 'twas not diſallow'd by the Laws 
( whiles P44 V. Bull was out ) but that he ſhonld merit 
Gods favour and Heaven by it, Much about this time the 
Oxecen did emit a Declaration againſt theſe Sicarir and [ncens 
diaries, back'd with exccllent Reaſons from their Clandeſtine 
ſrares and devices which yet was not ſo preyalent with Dr, 
Lopez the Portugez, her Phyſitian, tro make him Logal, 
as 50000 Crowns 111 Rubies and Diamonds was to allure him to 
attempt the paſoning of her, 1593. Neither was it the year 
afrer, viz, 1594. {o powerful with Wiliams and York ( who 
conſpired againſt the Queen ) asF, Parſons, Dolemanr , and the 
inſtigation of the Jeſuir Holt ; who alſo brought other 1»- 
cendiarits into a combination to FIR E the Navy with 
wild-FI RE, for which they were ſtretch'd at Tyburs 
1595.
